— Tlic actual deci’casc in the area is 1,280 acres caused b3’ 
adjustin'? Boundar}’ Lines to meet the legitimate demands of the villager.*:. 
Although 9,240 acre.5 in the vicinity of Jodhpur city hav'c been transferred to 
Shikarkhana for pi'cserving games yet Forest Conscrvanc}' Kulcs u'ill be ob- 
served there. 


2. Boundaries. — Pillars were kept in proper repairs. As the Survey- 
ing Shift* was engaged in finishing oft* Settlement maps it could nor be spared. 
Tlie Assistant Settlement Ofiicer has been ordered to take up the work immedi- 
ately and to depute a Superintendent specially to look to it. 

3. Forest Lata. — Owing to the after clFects of famine the newly passed 
Forest Act was not brought into force. Graver ofl’ences ivere made punishable 
under Marwar Penal Code and their number came up to 28. This increase is 
due to the stricter observance of the Reporting Rule. 

4. Forest Fires. — Smaller area was destroj'ed by fire during the 3 ear 
under Report than in 1891-92. 940 acres were burnt. 

5. Grazing. — It has not been a chief source of income ns this year was 
one of plenty and hence few villagers resorted to Forest to graze their cattle. 

6. Fencing. — Fencing was made wherever req^uired for the protection 
of the plantations. 

7. Arboriculture. — Two more plantations were added at Jodhpur and 
the expenditure increased by Rs. '6,2fi0. 

S. Produce. — There has been an appreciable increase in the produce 
of timber and firewood whicli shows that the forest was well looked after by the 
present Superintendent. 

9. Finance. — There is shown a sudden decrease hut it is rightlj' ex- 
])lained by the present Superiutendent whoso mode of ailculation is founded on 
a sound basis.

'Forest Fires. 36. The area attempted in 1892-93 

was 181,760 acres as compared Avith 
191,060 in 1 891-92. There were 7 oc- 
currences of lire over 940 acres against 2 
covering 1,2.'<4 acres in the previous year. 
The expenditure under this head Cp^y 
of fire Avatchers only) came to Rs. 138 
against 57 in the previous year. 

37. In ScAvari forest fire came from 
Mpywar and burnt an ai’ea of 840 acres. 

38. In Johan and Jlandigar fire came 
from Ghanerao (a priA'ate forest) and 
burnt an area of 70 acres. 

.SD. In Northern Godwar there AA'ere 
3 occurrences of fire over 20 acres, of 
AA’hich 2 were due to line-burning getting 
out of control and one to accident. 

40. In Sojat Eange there Avas one 
• fire OA'er 10 acres. The ofienders were 

arrested on the spot, one AA'as pufiished 
Avith an imprisonment of 2 months and 
the other for one month. 

41. The main fire line between Hley- 
Avar and Marwar and Merwara and Mar- 
Avar Avas cut and burnt as usual' by the 
right-holders of both sides. 
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42. The Mirpur-Jura, Ambet, and 
Jhihrara (all in Oodeypar) Jagirdars 
gave great deal of trouble in burning 
their lines. Notv.'ithstanding several 
notices they did not send their men 
either to cut or to burn lines on their 
sides. 

43. Several intermediate fire lines 
■were also cut and burnt along the much 
frequented paths. 

44. Owing to famine all the forests 
•were open to grazing up to the com- 
mencement of the rainy season •ndien 
they were closed. They were re-opened 
for grazing to the right-holders' cattle in 
February 1893. 

45. Owing to copious rains during 
the monsoon months excellent crop of 
grass was produced outside the reserves 
and hence the villagers did not much avail 
of the forest grass. The revenue from this 
source has fallen for the same reason but 
it is not to be regretted as the less the 
forests are grazed over the better for 
' them. 

46. The ^following statement ■will

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Leing no scarcity of fodder after the set- 
ting in of the rainy season. 

Fodder Grass. 48. 1,190 maunds of grass cut in 

1891-92 were despatched to Jodhpur 
diu'ing the year for the Sardar Ihisala 
horses. Owing to the timely rains there 
was an exceptionally good crop of grass 
in all the forests. Right-holders cut very 
little of ffrass and even non-rifrht-holders 
refused to cut grass at ^th share, that is. 
giving one share to the Department and 
taking three to themselves. Proposals 
to cut and stack it departmen tally, for 
future use, wore not sanctioned 

Fencing". 49. Fences of Sadri and Ivajalbah 

nurseries were kept in repairs and no 
new fences were made. 

nO. Fences of Jodhpur plantations 
mentioned in para. 65 to 68 of last year'.^ 
report belong to Arboriculture and will 
be mentioned separately. 

Natural Reprduction . 5I. It is reported to bo very satisfac- 

tory in ail the forests. Goria Dhow (a. 
latifolia) Kantia Dhow'('a^pendula) Ivalia 
Siris, Gol (0/dina woodiei’)|^Kalia Shi- 
sham (D. l.itilblia) seedlings are doing 
well. 


52. Protection against fires and the 
strict exclusion of sheep, goats and 
camels is the only thing required in these 
forests to ensure successful natural re- 
production. Horned cattle, ot course, 
should also be kept out of areas copinced 
for rc-generalion. ‘ ‘ 

53. The results of past live ycari’- 

protection are A’isihle at a glance when 
one looks at forests outside the reserves. 
Jagirdnrs who would never agree to 
forest conservancy being started in 3Iar- 
war have begun to appreciate the advan- 
tages of pvolecliopi • ^ V 



I Niiniljcr. 
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54. There is nothing to be added to 
or subtracted from the remarks made in 
last year’s report about the Grasias and 
their cattle with the exceplaon, that they 
have paid or consented to pay compensa- 
tion for unauthorized wood cutting and 
breaking up land for cultivations, so it is 
hoped that they will gradually learn to 
abide by forest laws. They are not cri- 
minal tribes but appear to be aborigines 
and naturally clamour against any inter- 
ference with their long established inde- 
pendence. 

55. Coppice operations in Marw’ar Reproduction by Coppice 

forests are yet in an experimental stage. shoois. 

Few patches coppiced in God war and Sojat 
Ranges were not properly fenced. So the 
measurements are not very reliable as 
several shoots have been eaten by cattle. 

On tlie whole results are very eneourag- 
ing. 

56. At Saran last year’s Dhov^kumtia 
(<toaoia) and Khair shoots have attained 
IV height of 2'* 3" to.*}'- 8". 

57. In Sadbri forest the work stopped 
with tlie completion of the Bandhn as 
there was no demand for fuel. Fol- 
lowing are the measurements of some of 
coppice shoots taken in Sadhri forest: —

58. Coppice operations were going on 
in Despi'Lforestf when -the year .closed. 
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Artificial Reproduction 59. Sowings were made in several 
sowing and planting. forests to fill up blanks with different 

kinds of seeds with various results. 


60. Babul and Nitn seed was sown in 
2,290 pits one foot deep in Siryari, Saran, 
Kantalia, Gudha, Khoria, Vagol and 
Jujawar forests Babul gerpiinatcd well, 
about ^rd of Nim also germinated but ail 
the seedlings of both Babul and Nim died 
for w'ant of water after a couple of 
months. Bamboo, Mohwa, Shisham and 
Sain seeds were sown in several forests 
W'ith the same results as above. Bamboo 
seed did not germinal c^at all.

the year.

98. 390 maunds of fi:rewood were 
given to C. class villages at reduced rates 
for ite- 16-14-0 realized daring the year. 

(o) GRASS AND GRAZING. 

99. B. class villages pay nothing for 
grass but 546 maunds of grass were 
supplied to C. class villages for Bs- 57-14-0 
which were realized during the year. 

100. 4,29 1 heads of cattle belonging

to the right-holders were admitted into 
the forests and Its- 975-5-0 were charged 
from them at reduced rates. Of this 
sum Bs- 972-6-0 were actually realized 
daring the year under report.

103. The sudden decrease in revenue 
is due to the fact that the Jodhpur Sub- 
Rnuge forests which alone brought a 
revenue of Rs. 7,000 in 1891-92 have 
been transferred to the Shikarkhana De- 
partment and the past year’s figures in- 
cluded not only the outstandings of 
revenue but the value of saleable stock 
also as revenue, 

104. During 1890-91 and ) 891-92 
fuel was being supplied to Sadhri banda 
and grass to the Sardar Rasala horses 
while both of these revenue sw'elling 
works were stopped during the year 
under report. 

105. Keeping the above facts in view 
the financial results of the year are quite 
satisfactory.
